OThe high. stable first period itveest- 
Ment vate dropped demonstrably 
from [973 to 1983. 

Ὁ During the first period, the rate of 
defence expenditures increased im- 
mensely: in the second. however, if 
remained quite stahte. 

It should be emphasized that the 
significant rises in defence spending. 
during the first period took place 
after the Six Day War and during the 
Warof Attrilion. While it is true that 
defence spending jumped at the be- 
ginning of the second period (follow- 
ing the Yom Kippur War), it subse- 
quently tapered off. Despite the in- 
crease brought about by the Peace 
for Galilee campaign and the Israeh 
presence in Lebanon in terms of 
GNP percentage, the rates of ex- 
penditure were the sume during both 
periods. :

Anather surplising finding: de- 
spile low private consumption 
pe geo GNP during the first 
pedod. the per capita growth rate of 
priviiie consuniption wits 
in the sevand period, ave 
Pet cent ainst 3.3 per cent per 
year. Thus, the standard of living 
impivved more rapidly during the 
first period than during the second, 
Accordingly, fhe image of private 
Prosperity m recent yeats dees not 
sult freant an aceclerated growl 
rate in privale consumption, but 
from the «ahsodete level reached by 
the living standard. 

Even theugh per capita private 
consumption grew slowly during the 
second period, it nonetheless grew 
more rapidly than the GNP, disrupt- 
ing the vital balance between then. 
The govermment failed to adjust pri- 
vite consumption to the declining 
growth rate af the GNP. 

The crisis is evident in the magni- 
tude af Isyael’s foreign debt and 
balance of payments deficit. as well 
ἣν its astronomic inflation rate. Even 
more damning is the great lack of 
resources for defence and other pub- 
lic expenditure. Relatively low pri- 
vate consumption during the first 
pectod left a substantial GNP surplus 
which enabled a dramatic increase in 
the size and combat-reudiness of the 
IDF, strengthening Isreel's military 
position. It alsa permitted public 
spending at an increased rate paral- 
lel to that of the GNP, creating a 
vast iniprovement in the quality of 
public services. 

In the second period, the negative 
discrepancy between private con- 
sumption and the GNP not only 
damaged Israel's military position, 
but also farced a cuthack in the 
public services essential for a mod- 
ern society. In addition. it virtually 
eliminated the investments required 
to feed a growing GNP.

Quulity differs widely. Some of his 
last huge canvases on biblical themes 
lack pictorial values. The 12 illustra- 
tions to “Stempeniu™, a gifted fid- 
dler's love story, are compared in the 
forword of the Mourlot’s 1966 edi- 
tion to a musical composition.

The newest exhibitions of Mané- 
Katz's own work are paintings from 
the period between 1940 until his 
deuth in 1962; a lithographic series 
bused on his 1958-1962 gounches 
illustrating Stempeniu, a novel by 
Shalom Aleichem; and small bronze 
sculptures of shied musicians. 


Quality differs widely, Sume of his

Semadar 
Peretz, who's doing promotion for 
the festival, says interest has in- 
creased, and “It's no longer just 
parents bringing their kids because 
there's nothing else to do in Au- 

t.” 

According ‘to Mariv Kotliar, the 
current chairman of the Train 
Theatre collective, and producer of 
the festival, about one-third of the 
groups performing are from abroad 
- France, Britain, Austria, Ger- 
many, the U.S., Canada, Italy -- and 
two-thirds from Isracl. One of the 
purposes of the event is to stimulate 
local groups, exposing them to some 
of the best of world puppet theatre. 
The problem with last year's festival 
was that everyone was so busy per- 
forming they had no time to see the 
the productions of their colleagues. 
This year the programme has been 
arranged to allow artists to-visit their 
neighbours and do a little aesthetic

the Train Theatre in Liberty Bell

Garden; the amphitheatre in the 
garden will be used, as well as two 
makeshift stages there, the Khan 
Theatre down the street, and some- 
thing mysteriously identified as 
“Hall A," probably in a nearby 
school, but the final arrangements 
haven't been made yet. 

SPEAKING of neighbours; Zachi 
Becker, director of the festival, 
wrote an introduction to the pro- 
gramme last year discussing puppetry 
as an art form with intercultural 
appeal, especially suited to Jeru- 
salem. But the participation ‘of 


neighbours on the Eastern side of 
the city is a delicate question. Some 
performances will be given in the 
Old City, but the organizers prefer 
not to publish the details. One East 
Jerusalem puppeteer who was 
approached reportedly declined to 
participate in the festival, and even 
those who help arrange perform- 
ances in East Jerusalem are subject 
to accusations of “collaboration.” 
Kotliar says that some of the Train 
Theatre's productions have been 
translated into Arabic and per- 
formed in East Jerusalem schools

Which brings us to techniques. 
The whole spectrum will be repre~ 
sented — from traditiunal marionette 
theatre through glove puppets to the 
animation of househoid objects, 
silhouette theatre and the puppet- 
like, stylized movement of human 
actors. 

Barry Smith of Britain, with the 
Blowzabella Bund, will do a tradi- 
tional marionette production based 
on entertainment at the old English 
fairgrounds, and Sinith himself will 
do a classicial Punch and Judy show. 
For the sake of comparison, the 
Train Theatre will give one perform- 
ance of their own Punch and Judy 
version, played through the windows 
of the theatre, which is a converted 
railway car, to an audience seated 
outside. The local version has been 
evolving for about 10 years. “Each 
year I decide not to repeat it,” says. 
Kotliar. But there’s a demand.” And 
he adds with some surprise: “The 
kids keep changing." - 


AMONG the guest companies is the 
Velo Theatre of France, which Kot- 
liar says is one of the leading practi- 
tioners of the new fashion of minia- 
ture theatre - the use of small pup- 
pets and objects. A special festival 
for this small stuff was recently held 
in Paris. At this rate, it sounds as if 
opera glasses wil] be passés and 
microscopes de rigueur in the future. 

Israeli groups are launching eight 
new productions, several of them 
from the Train Theatre. Kotliar's 


Midnight Sui, written by Noga 
Treves and based on South Amer- 
ienn Indian tegends, and Hadas 
Ophrat’s Good Boy Jerusalem, both 
use a combination of puppets and 
people, Michacl Schuster [185 in- 
vented an outdoor travelling organ 
show, which is inspired by all the 
brides and grooms he has encoun- 
tered in Liberty Bell Garden getting 
their pictures taken against romantic 
backdrops. 

Rafi Amidan of Kibbutz Revivim 
has done a black theatre tongue-in- 
cheek version of llfe called Work, 
Defence, Swimming Pool. 

During the festival there will be 
workshops and informal meetings 
for adult puppeteers, and workshops 
in design and operation of puppets 
for children. The Jerusalem Cine- 
matheque will offer free films on 
puppet theatre every day from 2 to 4 


p.m. 

Funding - about $100,000 -- comes 
from the Jerusalem Foundation, the 
Doron Foundation for Education 
and Welfare, the Education Minis- 
try, the Municipality, the Foreign 
Ministry and the Nurit Katzir Centre 
for amateur theatre. 

If any further proof were needed 
that puppet theatre has made it in 
Israel: this country is about to be- 
come a member of Unima, the Un- 
ion international de marionettes 
sponsored’ by Unesco, which helps 
organize festivals and keep psacti- 
tioners of the art in touch with cach

PUPPHT SEASON is upon us. the 
second annual literotional Festival 
of Puppet Theatie in Jersalem be- 
gins on August δὲ ail Uckets me 
already on sate at anencies in Jeru- 
salem and Tel Avis ganized 
again by the Thain Thestie, Iaatel's 
puppetry centre, amd the fer 
Convention Centre, it willbe slightly 
shorter (through the 15th) snd more 
intensive than last year. 

Thanks te the efforts of the ‘Frain 


and last year’s festiy 
beginning to recognize Puppetry as 
an art form fer adults. Sei 
Peretz, who's doing promotion for 
the festival, s interest: has in- 
creased, and “It's no longer just 
parents bringing their kids because 
there's nothing else to da in Au. 


According to Mario Kotliar, the 
current chairman of the ‘Train 
Theatre collective, and producer of 
the festival, about one-third of the 
groups performing are from abroad 
- France, Britain, Austria, Ger- 
many, the U.S., Canada, Italy - and 
two-thirds from Israel. One of the 
purposes of the event is to stimulate 
local groups, exposing them to some 
of the best of world puppet theatre. 
The problem with last year's festival 
was that everyone wis so busy per- 
forming they had no time to see the 
the productions of their colleagues, 
This year the programme has been 
arranged to allow artists te visit their 
neighbours and do a little aesthetic 


Spying. 
The “neighbourhood” is that of 
the Train Theatre in Liberty Bel!

Garden; the amphitheatre in the 
garden will be used, as well as two 
makeshift stages there, the Khan 
Theatre down the street, and some- 
thing mysteriously identified as 
“Hall A.” Probably in a nearby 
school, but the final arrangements 
haven't been made yet. 

SPEAKING of neighbours: Zachi 
Becker, director of the festival, 
wrote an introduction to the pro- 
gramme last year discussing puppetry 
as an art form with intercultural 
appeal, especially suited to feru- 
salem. But the participation ‘of 


neighbours on the Eastern side of 
the city is a delicate question. Some 
performances will be given in the 
Old City, but the organizers prefer 
not to publish the details. One East 
Jerusalem puppeteer who was 
approached reportedly declined to 
Participate in the festival, and even 
those who help arrange perform- 
ances in East Jerusalem are subject 
to accusations of “collaboration." 
Kotliar says that some of the Train 
Theatre's productions have been 
translated into Arabic and per- 
formed in East Jerusalem schools 


during the year. But that, too. is a 
matter for the quiet Pulling of 
strings. 

Which brings us to techniques. 
The whole spectrum will be repre~ 
sented -- from traditional marionetie 
theatre through glove puppets to the 
animation of household objects, 
silhouette theatre and the puppet- 
like, stylized movement of human 
actors. 

Barry Smith of Britain, with the 
Blowzabella Band, will do a tradi- 
tional marionette production based 
‘On entertainment at the old English 
fairgrounds, and Smith himself will 
do ἃ classicial Punch and Judy show, 
For the sake of comparison, the 
Train Theatre will give one perform- 
ance of their own Punch and Judy 
version, played through the windows 
of the theatre, which is a converted 
railway car, to an audience seated 
outside. The local version has been 
evolving for about 10 years. ‘Each 
year I decide not to repeat it," says 
Koltliar. But there’sademand." And 
he adds with some surprise: “The 
kids keep changing.” - 


AMONG the guest conipanies is the 
Velo Theatre of France, which Kot- 
liar says is one of the leading practi- 
tioners of the new fashion of minia- 
ture theatre ~ the use of small pup- 
pets and objects. A special festival 
for this small stuff was recently held 
in Paris. At this rate, it sounds as if 
Opera glasses will be passés and 
microscopes de rigueur in the future. 

Israeli groups ore launching eight 
new productions, several of them 
from the Train Theatre. Kotliar's 


Midnight Sun, written by Noga 
Treves and bused on South Amer- 
icun Indian legends, and Hidas 
Ophrat's Goad Boy Jerusalem, both 
use a combination of puppets and 
people. Michael Schuster has in- 
vented an outdoor travelling organ 
show, which is inspired by alt the 
brides and grooms he has encoun- 
tered in Liberty Bell Garden getting 
their pictures taken against romantic 
backdrops. 

Rafi Amidan of Kibbutz Revivim 
has done a black theatre tongue-in- 
cheek version of life called Work, 
Defence, Swimming Pool. 

During the festival there will be 
workshops and informal meetings 
for adult puppeteers, and workshops 
in design and operation of Puppets 
for children. The Jerusalem Cine- 
matheque will offer free films on 
Puppet theatre every day from 2 to 4 


.m. 

Funding -- about $100,000 -- comes 
from the Jerusalem Foundation, the 
Doron Foundation for Education 
and Welfare, the Education Minis- 
try, the Municipality, the Foreign 
Ministry and the Nurit Katzir Centre 
for amateur theatre. 

If any further proof were needed 
that puppet theatre has made it in 
Israel: this country is about to be- 
come a member of Unima, the Un- 
ién international de marionettes 
sponsored’ by Unesco, which helps 
organize festivals and keep practi- 
tioners of the art in touch with each 
other. Hadas Ofrat and Honzo the 
marionettist will represent Israel at 
the Unima meeting in Dresden this 
summer. [-|

IN THE LAST few years, persecu- 
tion of Soviet Jews hus become more 
systematic, particularly of actual and 
would-be “‘refuseniks.” The applica- 


tion procedure has deliberately been 
transformed into un absurd |abyr- 
inth. It has become lengthy - merely 
10 process un application can now 
take up to (wo years; il is costly — 
once an application is accepted, re- 
fuseniks have to selt most of their 
belongings and pay off their debts, 
whilst high taxes are charged for the 
right to leave and for obligatory 
renunciation of citizenship. It is 
dangerous for other members of an 
applicant's family, including those 
who do not wish to leave -- applica- 
tions have to be renewed every six 
months, and with each new applica- 
tion a signed document from closest 
relatives in the Soviet Union must be 
submitted, stating that they have no 
objection to the issuing of a visa. 
Lastly, it is exclusive -- only Jews 
with invitations from relatives in 
Israel are allowed to apply. There 
are hundreds of divided: families: 
there are thousands with no relatives 
in Israel. Ironically, “even to reach 
the ‘status’ of refusenik is now a 
struggle, and for an increasing num- 


the world, awbstantially without 
Jewishness, depends on us. Mere 
physical survival, devoid of our 
Spiritual heritage, Is not enough." 

But how is this mass Jewry to be 
saved if East European values are 
destroyed? He reviews at some 
length, and in depth, the possible 
contribution Sephardic Jewry could 
make. After a thoughtful analysis of 
the remarkable contribution of 
Sephardic Jews during the Golden 
Age, and in subsequent eras, he 
concludes: “I fear that the pos- 
aibility of safeguarding and preserv- 
ing the priceless values and spiritual 
treasures of the Sephardim in the 
Diaspora is nearly nonexistent, The 
Sephardim constitute a small, albeit 
an important minority of the Jewish 
people as a whole, and assimilation 
threalens to eliminate them com- 
pletely from the position they 
deserve in world Jewry..." 

Admittedly, he does see some 
possibilities of a revival of their past 
among Sephardic immigrants to 
Israel, but does not spell out how it 
will be achieved, 


INTERNAL evidence indicates that 
most of these essays were writlen 
some years ago, They do not deal 
with the terrible issues posed by the 
settling of Samaria and Judea, the 
ill-treatment of the Arabs in these 
areas, the Lebanese War, the ag- 
gresive behaviour of religious politi- 
cians and the changes in Isracli 
society. Now that such problems 
convulse the Zionist movement, the 
right of non-Isroeli Zionists to have 
a share in the decision-making 
process must be taken into account, 

Korn accepts as a sine qua tion 
that Israel {s the heart of the Jewish 
people, and that tndentification 
through donations to the funds, and 
other forms of support, are not 
enough. But the total commitment 
he demands of Diaspora Zionists 
should surely ensure them certain 
rights, on the analogy of the 
colonialist; no taxation without 
representation. 

Korn doos not confront the 
crucial problema of those Jews who 
have realized themselves as Zionists 
through alfya, yel are as remote 
from him og the South Pole is from 
the Equator. For example, Rabbi 
Kahane and his followers, who are 
convinced that they are the true 
saviors of Judaism.

MORASIIAH (Heritage) is the 
name of a research centre and ure- 
hives establishedin 1972 in Or Yehu- 
da near Tel Aviv with the general 
aim of, and research into, the history 
and the cultural heritage of Iraqi 
Jewry.

Corruption in the true sense of the 
word ~ evil, immorality — pervaded 
the country as it underwent its birth- 
pangs.

ANOTHER is the organization by 
Israel and its agencies (the Mossad 
Le'Aliya Bet, the Jewish Agency) of 
the massive waves of immigration 
which begin to reach Israel's shores 
in late 1948, und their absorption, or 
mis-absorption, by the Yishuv. All 
too often officials displayed indiffer- 
ence, obtuseness and hostility in 
connection with the newcomers; or 
attempted, in unsubtle style, to Wes- 
ternize these masses, who were still 
far from possessing even the rudi- 
ments of Western cultine. Segev 
traces whut he regards as the discri- 
mination exercised by the bureaue-

_ Segev flays what he regards as the 
Incompetence of the absorption 
Structure and its officials. There is an 
implicit condemnation of the “open 
gates” policy which allowed in im- 
migrants in such aumbers, and su 
quickly, that a country of Israel's size 
and wealth simply could not cope 
with them. 

The Palestinians, and the sociul 
Zap inside Israel, remain’ Isracl's 
major problems, so that Sepev's is an 
eye-opening work. It will be a trail-

able. In terms of Isrueli-Palestinian 
and Isracli-Arab relitions, 1948 wis 
the critical year. [was then that the 
Palestinian problem was born, and 
that the pattern of relations (hostili- 
ties interspersed with periods uf un- 
quiet truce) between the new Jewish 
state and its Arab neighbours was 
501. The urmistice and peace nego- 
tintions of 1949 were a fluke, and an 
anomitly in the context of the follow- 
ing three decades. 

“The focus on 1949 succeeds only in 
its analysis of emerging patterns of 
secular-religious behaviour, con- 
frontation and compramise which 
were to characterize subsequent 
Isracli history. 

While Segey does occasionally 
travel back and forth in time to 
explain the origins of a problem ora 
relationship, and the result of a sequ- 
ence of events, it is clear that his 
book suffers from the constraints 
imposed by his focus on 1949. 
Isracli-Arab relations in 1949 cannot 
teally be grasped without discussing 
also the events of 1936-47, and the 
trauma of the first six months of 
1948, when in the view of at least the 
Hagana leadership, the fate of the 
Yishuv hung in the balance. The 
Yishuv'’s behaviour towards the 
Palestinians, both before and after 
May 1948, can only be grasped 
against the backdrop of this fear, 
which had its roots in the memory of 
the recent Holocaust. Segev makes 
no effort to empathize with the 
Yishuv and to understand why its 


leaders and rank and file acted the ° 


way they did. This is due in part to 
his narrow focus on 1949, 


THE BOOK’S style and attitude 
provide a corollary to this narrow- 
ness of focus. Segev's way of regard- 
ing the actors and the affairs he 
discusses is detached, lofty,. conde- 
scending, and often arrogant. 

This tone of retrospective conde- 
scension prevails throughout the 
book, and is especially marked inthe" 
treatment of Israeli leaders dealing 
with King Abdullah of Transjordan 
and Hosni Zayim, briefly the ruler of

Syria. Segev rightly argues that the 
Israelis — especially Ben-Gurion -- 
failed sufficiently to examine Arab 
peace feelers, and may through in- 
transigence, fear and land-greed, 
have missed historic opportunities 
for peace with one or more Arab 
states. If they had ceded Abdullah 
part of the Negev, Lod and Ramle, 
and allowed back some of the re- 
fugees, they might have made peace 
with him. But they might not have, 
In any cuse, Segev's tone is out of 
place; hindsight, however shrewd, 
shouldn't breed contempt. 


HIS CONTEMPT is at its intensest 
when he is dealing with the Jewish 
Agency and government officials in 
charge of εἶναι, We are given a 
verbitim transcript of a Jewish 
Agency mecting where the purtici- 
pants decide to send a new batch of 
Polish olim to hotel rooms. while 
dispatching alin {ram the Mostem 
world to transit camps, The pirtici- 
pants decide also that the newspap- 
ers mustn’t hear about this. Of 
course, this sounds like the worst 
kind of discrimination. 

But Segev omits to tell us that 
these Poles, in the previous five 
years, had endured German death 
camps, concentration camps, Soviet 
occupation, and DP camps. On their 
urrival in Israel, should they have 
been straightaway bundled off into 
yet another type of camp? 

Sn general, Segev assumes a lofty 
liberal tone in taking to task ail those 
officials who regarded many of the 
new olim from the Moslem world as 
“primitive,” and needing to be Wes- 
ternized, 

At the same time, he seems to 
argue that more thought should have 
been given by those responsible for 
immigration to instituting a selection 
system, and generally to restricting 
aliya and cutting it to suit the cloth of 
absorptive capacity. | call this having 
your cake and eating it. 


THE ADOPTION of a wrong tone 
can subvert a historian's message: 
incorrect and irresponsible metho- 
dology may destroy its impact. 
1949— The First Israelis is based on

aecess also to several collections of 
private papers, which are relevant 
especinlly to the birth of the Inraedi 
educational system. 

But Segev obviously wrote in 
great haste. Ele failed to consult one 
of the principal archives, the 
Hashomer Hatzair archive at Givat 
Haviva, which has much bearing on 
(srueli-Arab relations. Nor is real 
use made of IDF archives. And 
Segev seems not to have used muni- 
cipal or kibbutz archives. 

Nan-use piles before misuse. 
Apparently, Segev consulted the im- 
portant papers of Ahiuron Zisling, 
the minister of agriculture in the first 
goverainent, only after he had com- 
pleted his manuscript. He must have 
been unwilling to pass up the use of 
such interesting material about 
Arab-Israeli relations. So he in- 
cluded everything he thought re- 
levant in asterisked footnotes at the 
bottom of the page. Often, the mate- 
rial in the footnotes is far more 
compelling and interesting than the 
text, 


For example, in dealing with the 
IDF expulsion, in mid-July 1948, of 
the populations of Ramle and Lod, 
Segev quotes some relatively unen- 
lightening and contradictory refer- 
ences to the incident in the text (by 
Bechor Shitrit, the minister of 
minority affairs, and Eliezer Kaplan, 
the minister of finance) while giving 
a longer and fuller passage from 
Zisling in the footnote. (All these 
passages fail to explain what hap- 
pened in Ramle and Lod, and who 
ordered the expulsions, why, and 
how they were varried out. To clarify 
this, Segey would have had to use 
army archival material, and perhups 
supplement it with interviews, and 
Elhanan Oren's Baderckh Ef Πα ἐν, 
which, while highly misleading ab- 
out what did happen in Ramlc and 
Lod, contains some elements of the 
truth. Segev lists Oren's book in his 
bibliography but doesn't make use of 
it in the text.) 

Segev is nothing short of irres- 
Ponsible in his use of Zisling’s re- 
marks at the cabinet meeting of 17 
November 1948, about [DF atroci- 
ties in the Negev and Galilec in late 
October 1948. Zisling said: “I 
couldn't sleep all night. 1 felt some- 
thing had been done which damages 
my soul..and the soul of all of us 
here...Nuzi deeds have been com- 
milted by Jews and my whale soul is 


face on It, and T agree that we should 
not reveal that we ure investigating 
these deeds.

No minister dissented though Zis- 
ling provided no details ubout these 
atrocities. ΑἸ] the participating 
ministers knew what he was refer- 
ting to. But Segev apparently 
doesn't. He found a sensational re- 
mark, and givesit to us verbatim, but 
fails to put it in context. He doesn’t 
tell his reader to what events Zisling 
was referring, He fails, subsequent- 
ly, to explain what it is Yaakov 
Shimshon Shapira, the attorney- 
general, was ordered to investigate, 
and what he discovered. In addition, 
he doesn’t record that the original 
ministerial committee appointed to 
probe the events was stonewalled by 
the Anny brass, and its members 
resigned, at which point Shapira was 
appointed, 

Segev's failure to explain these 
points may result from his very late 
insertion of the Zisting material, and 
from the deadline he had to meet. 
Perhaps this explains also why he 
tmisdates 17 November 1948 cabinet 
protocol and attaches the date of 27 
June 1948 to it, Later still, on p.93, 
apparently again as a result of haste, 
Segev, referring to plans in August 
1949 for legislation about aban- 
doned Arab property, writes’ that 


“two weeks later. Ben-Gurion prop- 
osed authorizing the Jewish Agency 
τὸ confiscate uncultivaied mds for 
the settlement of new immigrants.” 
But this proposal was made in Au- 
gust 19-48, a year earlier. 

There are also all-too-frequent 
errors of fact, and a smooth avoi- 
dunce of events and problems about 
which Segev seems insufficiently in- 
formed. 

On p.26 he writes that Ben- 
Gurion “knew/met™ Mushe Dayan 
when the latter commanded the 8th 
Brigade’s 89th Buttalieus in July 1948 
at the time it “conquered Lod and 
Ramle.“ But Lod and Rane were 
conquered by units of the Yiflah and 
Kiryati Brigades (4 sortie by the 89th 
Battalion assisted them); and Ben- 
Gurion hid had his eye on Dayan for 
years. In 1947 and carly 1948, he 
consulted him frequently on 
defence-reluted Arab affairs. 

The second and third sections of 
the book, which deal with the painful 
early days of alfiya, the secular- 
religious struggle, and the birth of 
the education system, are far better 
than the Isracli-Arab section, and 
seem to have been written earlier 
and with greater care. 


IN SPITE OF Segev's snide remarks 
and contemptuous asides, the epic 
nature of these events is very appa- 
rent not least because of his compel- 
ling style. His Hebrew is vivid, his 
choice of quotations masterly, Meir 
Grossman, the Revisionist and a 
member of the Jewish Agency Ex- 
ecutive, explains: “The hurry in 
bringing in offm: without taking 
uccount where they would be housed 
and what would happen to them 
Was largely exphiined as the result 
of the pure military needs of a nation 
inastate of war, There wis an urgent 
need for human material both for tbe 
fighting forces and for the work of 
constriction...” Ben-Gurion re- 
marks in the Knesset: "As far as | 
knew, houses and jobs were not 
ready for the sixty thousund who Ieft 
Egypt but nonetheless Moses did not 
hesitate for a minule and brought 
them out.” 

Or take the Health Ministry 
director-general’s comment in 1949, 
about the possibility ot bringing, the 
Fatashas: “hope this report is not 
fr A Jewish Agency emissary 
half a year tater (Segev for sone 
renson wrote’ year and a half 
later") added that things were “not 
50 siniple” in regard to the Fadushas, 
for they were net untiky other Ethio- 
pians, and many “suffered from 
venereal discuses."” 

The enrly enthusiasm for mass 
aliya wuned, and government offi- 
cials began to think “selectively.” 
Immigrants over the uge of 50 be- 
came not particularly welcome, and 
the ministry of the interior refused 
entry to a group of older Bulgarians, 
until the Attorney-General inter- 
vened, and ruled that this refusal 
contravened the Law of Return. 

, Other undesirable categories of 
immigranls, according to Segev, were 
“communists, Lehi members, uncir- 
cumcised children, mixed couples 
and journalists.” (‘‘Every case of a 
journalist must be passed on for us to 
decide,” the Minister of Absorption 
informed his emissaries in late 1948.) 

The impressionistic style, heavy 
On quotes and what ure ultimately 
subjective descriptions, may have 
caused some of the book's factual 
mistakes. But the cumulative effects 
of the evidence and its presentation 
in all three major themes dealt with, 
are compelling and revealing. For all 
its flaws, 1949 js the most important 
book on Israc!’s history published'in 
recent years.

46. Those who need 47 (roughly 
comparable to an American of Brit- 
ish 12) will find many Brill sporty 
styles, but only with a glued rubber 
sole instead of the more modern 
injected-polyurethane soles. [ἢ the 
more elegant styles, there is a trend 
back to leather soles, and these will 
include size 47. 

Britt's managers, Yitzhak Brill 
and Yosef Eigerman, tell me it 
would be too costly to undertake in- 
dividual made-to-measure jobs for 
extra-large sizes. They say men who 
need 48 or more in a Jeuther shoe 
should go to a cobbler, Manufac- 


tured gym shoes do go up lu size 48, | 


but Brill does not make these. 
If a shop were to order several 
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pairs alike in u large size, Brill would 
do it. 1. makes some 48s for the 
army, for which it does a great deal 
af work. One style of Brill’s soft 
leather moccasins wus chosen us the 
“parade shoe" for the Israeli sports- 
meh taking part in the Los Angeles 
Olympics. Two pairs had to he made 
in size SQ, 

Though a men’s factory, Brill once 
designed a special woman's moceu- 
sin style with # high but wide heel for 
the IDF women’s corps. Some shops 
still curry this as a practical walking 
shoe for women who value comfort 
over fashion. One such outlet is the 
veteran shop Comfort in Jerusalem, 
at 23 Rehov Ben Yehuda. ΠΝ 
women’s size range is also larger 
than most, from 34 through 42. 
Owner Mordechai Bezner, in the 
business over four decades, has high 
praise for the quality and comfort of 
alt Brill shoes, and especially those 
with the modern polyurethane soles. 

Polyurethune soles are light and 
springy. ‘They almost never wear 
down at heels or sides, so require 
virtually no repairs. If, however, a 
shoe with a polyurethane sole is stored 
ina cupboard unused for along time 
(Jonger than from one winter to the 
next), the sole may dry out and 
crack. In such a case, it ean be 
resoled at the factory. 

Some people find that rubber or 
other synthetic soles make their feet 
perspire more than leather, which 
breathes, The manufacturers claim 
that feet Jo not perspire perceptibly 
more in moder polyurethane soles 
than in leather, Nevertheless, they 
admit there is a trend back to leather 
soles in Western Europe, and conse- 
quently here too. Our industry ‘“‘fol- 
tows Italian trends in style and Ger- 
man trends in comfort and technolo- 
gy.” the press was told, Brill Shoes is 
preparing a large shipment to West 
Germany. ᾿ 

The tatest in high fashion for 
men is the two-tone leather shoe, 
with stripes or other geometric pat- 
terns. For the Israeli male, Brill is 

sticking with conservative colour 
combinations, though he says the Ita- 
lians have shoes in pink-and-yellow,

It 
iso takes in dry cleaning for Keshet 
Cleaners. 

The neweomers on Ben Yehuda, 
on the other hand, offer an exert 
service: uiey will pick up ane deliver 
laundry in ‘Tet Aviv.

Says 
its proprietor Fimanual Stelian:

THESE DAYS a sign reading “Qur 
prices are in shekels" ~ especially in 
a shop geared for tourists ' 
refreshing novelly. 1 notived it in the 
window of Corner 65, an unpreten- 
tious ‘Tel Aviv souvenir and gift shop 
at 15. Rehov Frishmaa corner of 65 
Ben Yehuda. The proprictor, lvo 
Pepper, settled here from the U.S. 
about 15 yeurs ago and has kept his 


prices mot only in shekels but at 
modest levels compured to some af 
his competitors, 

Pepper told me he joined the wave 
of price-marking in dollars for an 
short time - until he was shurply 


tivized by a puir of customers who 
suid he was being unfair to his stendy 
local clicntcle. He promptly re- 
turned to shekels. 

You won't find greut works of 
crusftsmanship at Corner 65, but 
there are all sorts of inexpensive gift 
items, especially to take abroad. 
Many of them are products of the 
Lord Kitsch company of Jerusalem, 
such us slogun T-shiris, milchig- 
fleishig kitchen aprons, and lapel 
buttons (“Smile if You're Jewish" gr 
“Issaeli Felafel— Breakfast of Chani- 
pions”).
